in the Japanese earthquake in two of- 
ficial cablegrams received today by 
the state department. 


Seven Americans known to have 


been killed in the disaster zone were 
listed in a cable from American Con- 
sul Dickover at Kobe, received late 
today. A last recerved earlier con- 
tained fifty-one names. 


The latest list follows:

Paul R. Cannon, Mrs Albert Handel 
and son, Paul E Jenks 


This list came in a message by air- 


plane from Ambassador Woods at 
Tokio, and was forwarded to the state 
department by Dickover at Kobe.

porting those Americans known to 
have been killed in any part of the 
disaster area.

WINS PERJURY CASE 


BERLIN, Sept 11.—Sources close 


to the interallied commission here to- 
day said that M. Haguenin, chief of 
basis for a reparation agreement, de- 
parted for Paris this afternoon with 
"diplomatic feelers", gleaned from his 
consultations with the German govern- 
ment. 


The belief persisted that a basis for 


serious 
negotiations 
soon may be 


reached. 


Germany is ready to conclude an 


agreemetn with France for delivery of 
potash, wwod and coal and to arrange 
for closer linking ot the French ore- 
producing districts to the German coal 
mining regions, according to a semi- 
official agency report published here. 


The report, 
evidently inspired by 


the government, said the German de- 
liveiies should be 
made by private 


contracts between German and French 
industrials. 


While the foreign office was vehe- 


ment in its denial of reports that it 
has ordered cessation of passive re- 
sistance in the Ruhr, there was in- 
creased evidence that no effort will be 
spared to reach some sort of an agree- 
ment with France. 


Diplomatic feelers were proceeding 


constantly thru all available sources 
and it was believed generally that 
some negotiations would result despite 
what 
the 
Stresemann 
government 


considers as Premier Poincare's hard 
terms. 


Some foreign observers were disap- 


pointed, that the government's efforts 
still smacked of control of the indus- 
trial groups, but saw hope in the fuct 
that the situation apparently was go- 
ing thru a wearing down process 
which might lead to a final sensible 
basis. 
Rumor of an 
impending political 


crisis continued today because of the 
internal situation. 


BERLIN, Sept. 11.—Violent rioting 


started by a demonstration of unem- 
ployed'has broken out in Dresden, a 
dispatch from that city said today. 


Five persons were killed in the first 


clash between police and the demon- 
strators. Fighting continued at the 
hour the telegram was filed this after- 
noon.

Issue Discussed at Parole Board 


Hearing Where Man Asking 


Clemency Is Wanted in 


Another State. 


Whether a paroled prisoner 
from 


Nebraska is subject to extradition for 
a crime committed in another state 
was argued before the board of par- 
dons and paroles at the state peni- 
tentiary Tuesday morning. The dis- 
cussion arose on the second hearing 
accorded Walter 
Benford a twenty 


years old convict who was sent up for 
from pne to ten years for automobile 
stealing Jn Omaha. It has developed 
that 
Benford 
is wanted 
at 
Des 


Moines, la , for car stealing and that 
he is charged with store robberies in 
Des Moines and Kansas City. One of 
his pals, Ray Saunders, who was 
paroled sixty days ago is now in Iowa 
serving time for car stealing. Saund- 
ders at the first hearing admitted his 
guilt 
and also implicated Benford. 


Benford denied some of the things 
charged against him at that time. 


Paul McCoy sent up from Lancaster 


county for highway robfcery for and 
from three to fifteen years was before 
the board asking a pardon. He is 
twenty years of age. His mother from 
Omaha appeared in his behalf. The 
father is dead. It is charged that Mc- 
Coy held up J. L. Hand in Lincoln 
and robbed him of ?1 40. Arthur Hoi- 
brook, an inmate o fthe Kearney in- 
dustrial school in a statement sent to 
the board admitted holding up Haul 
and said that McCoy was innocent. J. 
L. Hand on whose evidence McCoy 
was convicted appeared before the 
hoard 
and said he believed he had 


been mistaken in his evidence given 
to the trial court and that McCoy was 
not the man who held him up. He.sa.id 
he had made inquiry after the trial 
and was convinced that the alibi p.ut 
up by McCoy at the time was true. He 
also expressed the belief ^ that Hoi- 
brook, very similar in apeparance to 
McCoy, -was the man who held him 
up. The record in McCoy's case Indi- 
cated that he had been sentenced to 
the Iowa prison at Anamosa and that 
he had served four days in that in- 
stitution. McCoy denied this and said 
that 
while he had had trouble at 


Davenport, la., he had not been sen- 
tenced to Anamosa and had served no 
time there. It developed that he had 
been in trouble in Omaha previous to 
his trouble at Lincoln. Secretary of 
State Pool, a member of the board, 
asked, 


"Did anyone 
ever horsewhip y«u 


when jou did wrong?" 


The boy said he had never been 


whipped. 
Mr. Pool Indicated that 


someone had been negligent and that 
he could see no prospect of the boy 
improving his conduct in the future. 
The governor asked questions which. 
Indicated a like analysis of the case. 


Dr. Jennie Calfas of Omaha appear- 


ed before the board In behalf of Mc- 
Kinley Madison, a negro boy who was 
asking for a commutation of his five 
year sentence on a forgery charge. It 
was said that the father of this boy 
had died of a broken heart because 
of the misfortune which overtook his 
son. The mother, a. high class nefress, 
pleaded for her son's release. Madi- 
son said that he had tried toi cash a 
check which other boys had written 
and that he was arrested at the time 
he tried to cash It. He got no money 
on the check. It was said that he had 
been an employe of the Methodist hos- 
pital at Omaha and was highly re- 
garded by those for whom he had 
worked. 


Cecil McGlemrr, 27 years old, was

Former State Senator Otto Mutz 


is the secretary of an organization of 
voters interested in the securing of 
the adoption of a 
constitutional 


amendment making the legislature -a 
one-house body. He has had petitions 
printed providing for a one-house leg- 
islature of 100 members, over which 
the lieutenant governor is to preside, 
and is asking for help in the circula- 
tion of these petitions. 
"This number is much larger than 


fhi.t proposed by Senator Norris, and 
Mr. Mutz said that he had been in cor- 
respondence with the senator about 
the matter. Mr. Mutz has been fight- 
ing for this idea for twenty-five years, 
and he says that while the number is 
larger than he thinks desirable, it is 
the result of a compromise. He said 
the work is being pushed by a commit- 
tee of twenty whose names are not to 
be made public now. In an address to 
the voters of the state, in which lie 
urges this as non-political in charac- 
ter and intended only to divorce poli- 
tics from law-making, he says: 


Many year* of bitter experience have 
taught the people that It IB futile to expect 
the enactment of rood laws, or the repeal 
of bad laws thru our political bickerings In 
a two-hotue political legislature. Pre-elec- 
tion promise* are forgotten, and the Inter- 
ests of the people are forgotten, or are sac- 
rificed for political spoils. Legislation has 
been prostituted In the Interests of party 
success. Parties no longer represent the 
Christian spirit of the titxeaablp of Nebras- 
ka, and the time has come -when, if our pea- 
pie value political and economic freedom 
more than they value party loyalty, they 
must irreat our law-making machinery from 
the politicians and restore it to the people. 
To do this ire must amend our constitution 
to provide for a one-house system of legis- 
lation. 
"We must get politics out of law 
making 
We must destroy the power that 
makes It possible for seventeen senators to 
defeat any legislation that the other US 
representatives of the people may seek to 
enact. 
Two housed in a legislative body double* 
the possibility of wrong. It triples the ex- 
pense. It sacrifice* the most urgent Inter- 
est* of the people to the building up of po- 
litical machines. It Is nothing less than a 
political incubator In which political ambi- 
tions are batched, and political machine* 
are built. It Is. at its best, a complicated

DEM 
OF DOCTOR LITTLE 


Former University Professor Victim 


of Heart Failure at Berkeley, 


California. 


Dr. Charles N. Little, for twenty- 


one years -a member of the University 
of Nebraska faculty, who died August 
31 at Berkeley, Cal. from heart fail- 
ure, was buried last Wednesday at 
Moscow, Idaho. He had been with the 
University of Idaho for twenty-two 
years, the last twelve as dean of the 
engineering college, and announced 
his retirement last June at the age of 
sixty-five. He had gone to Berkeley 
to appear at a mathematical seminar 
on September 11. 
Doctor Little received degrees from 


the University of Nebraska in 1879 
and 1884, and was made doctor of 
philosophy at Yale the following year.

Thugs escape in high-powered 
automobile." 


Is this contributory negligence on 


the part of a city' 
Why cart real 


money around when checks or war 
rants are just as good? 


These questions are being asked in 


Lincoln city hall circles. 
This city 


doesn't advertise to bandits the fact 
that it has money available for theft. 
It never sends out satchels or gunny 
sacks filled with currency to meet the 
park department payroll or the pay- 
roll of some other municipal depart- 
ment. 


In Omaha, warrants are issued the 


same as in Lincoln. 
In the instance 


concerning which the robbery was in- 
volved, money was sent in a sum 
equivalent to the face value of the 
hecks. This in order that employes 
could cash the warrants 
on the 


ground. 


Are the warrants of a city such as 


Omaha ' of such questionable value 
that any banker, merchant or shop 
keeper' will not .cash them? 


Are the amounts so great tfiat it 


would embarrass a store keeper or a 
banker to exchange money for war- 
rant? 


"In the Omaha instance, warrants or 


checks covered one week's pay. The 
individual amounts could not be large. 


On every weekly payday in Lincoln, 


Park 
Superintendent 
Edinborough 


calls at the clerk's office and gathers 
a large bunch of warrants. 
This re- 


presents the payroll of men of his de- 
partment. But he doesn't take with 
him a satchel of money to match the 
wararnts. He distributes these checks 
or warrants and W9rkmen have no dif- 
ficulty in cashing them at any busi- 
ness place. And the same is true of 
the sewer gang and other municipal 
employe groups whose work may be 


in progress 
at a distance from the 


city hall. In such case, it is not in- 
frequent for wararnts to be delivered. 


It is true that wararnts are cashed 


by the city treasurer but the war- 
rants are taken to the cash and under 
no conditions, do department heads 
send cash with warrant when delivery 
away from the seat of government is 
desirable.

W A S H I N G T O N . Sept. 11.—The 


United States is increasingly becom- 
ing a country of common divorce, first 
returns of the marriage and divorce 
census taken last year by the bureau 
of the census reveal. 


Complete returns from 
twenty-one 


states showed an increase of 35 per 
cent in the number of divorces regis- 
tered in 1922. as compared with di- 
vorces in 1916. the year of the last 
similar census taken by the bureau. 


At the same time in the same twen- 


ty-one 
states marriages 
have 
in- 


creased only 7 per cent. 


The total number of marriages re- 


corded in 1922 in 
these states 
was 


445.838: in 1916 it was 418.620. 
The 


increase noted is slight and officials 
credit it to the population increase 
in the six years intervening between 
the two censuses. 


The number of divorces registered 


in 1922 in these states totalled 61,073, 
compared with 45.181 in 1916. 
This 


increase is held to be all out of pro- 
portion to population increase or in- 
crease in the number of marriages 
and is held to be a reflection of th'e 
spread of divorce among all classes. 


The rate of divorce in those twen- 


ty-one states jumped from one divorce 
to 9.2 marriages in 1916 to one divorce 
to 7.2 marriages in 1922. 


Only three states out of the twenty- 


one of which the bureau has complete 
returns show 
decrease 
in 
divorce. 


They are New Hampshire, Vermont 
and North Dakota.

gen gas was recorded by Prof. S. A. 
Mitchell of the University of Virginia, 
stationed at Lake Side. 
(Scientists 


take great interest in the discovery 
of new gas formations, as the valu- 
able helium was first observed on the 
sun during an eclipse and later ob- 
served in smaller quantities on earth. 


2—An interesting demonstration of 


the effect of the sun on the earth's 
magnetic conditions which may have 
an important bearing on future charts 
and compass work, was made by Cap- 
tain Ault of the Carnegie institution 
of Washington. 
During totality he 


noticed a distinct dip in the magnetic 
needle and found that the electrical 
conductivity of the air decreased 10 
per cent. 


3—Scientific 
calculations 
of 
the 


time of the eclipse made years ago 
•were one second off. the moon obscur- 
ing the sun 1 second 
before 
the 


appointed time. 


While discouraging reports came in 


from nearly all the scientific parties 
that remained on terra firroa there 
are still hopes that when the films 
taken by army aviators are developed 
some valuable pictures of the sun in 
the eclipse will result. 


Fifteen planes took the air at vari- 


ous points along the line of totality 
(and nearly all reported that they had 
obtained photographs which 
should 


prove excellent.

Beginning to emerge from the havoc 
Wrought by earthquake and fire In 
TOklo. 


The ruined city has become a bee- 


hive of Industry with an army of 
workmen erecting temporary barracks 
to house the homeless thousands. 


Another workmen's army Is en- 


gaged In removing the debris—and 
almost at every turn they bring forth 
bodies from the wreckage. 


Great numbers of these bodies still 


remain unburied and there are prob- 
ably many more hidden In the wreck- 
age. 


Reports received here are that the 


conditions in Yokohama are far worse 
than in Tokio as concerns care of the 
dead. 


The official count of bodies recov- 


ered Is running high. 


TOKIO, 
Sept. 
10.—(By wireless 


from Iwakl)—An entirely modern To- 
kio is to rise from the ashes of disas- 
ter. 


A plan similar to that used in build- 


ing Washington, D. C., has been ten- 
tatively adopted.

LESS DISEH8E_IN ADGDST 


Was a Healthy Month, According to 


Bulletin of local Health 


Department: " 
-*• 


During the month of August deaths 


and disease in Lincoln were conspicu- 
ous by their absence to a great ex- 
tent, according to a bulletin Issued 
Tuesday by Chauncey F. Chapman, 
superintendent of the city health de- 
partment 
This slight let up Is 


thought to have been due to the fact 
that many people were vacationing 
which caused them to live closer to 
nature and be In condition to with- 
stand disease. 


The bulletin: 
"The month of August of this year, 


from the standpoint of health and dis- 
ease, stands in a column by itself as 
the banner month in the history of 
the city department of health. There 
were thirty-seven deaths, making a 
rate of 7-6 deaths for every thousand 
people In Lincoln. 
Of these deaths 


nine persons were non-residents. 


"In the face of the low rate there 


were ten deaths from cancer, com- 
pared to two a year ago. The aver- 
age number of deaths a month from 
cancer Is between five and six. 
In 


addition, there was an excesa number 
of deaths from apoplexy this August. 
There were eight compared to two a 
year ago. The average number of 
deaths caused by apoplexy is three to 
four each month. A marked decrease 
of deaths among Infants under one 
year old la noted. The number dur- 
ing August this year waa three 
against five in August, 1922. 


"The death rate in births for the 


month equaled 27.6 for every thou- 
sand. The average figure In cltlea Is 
fifty out of every one thousand births. 
The present figures indicate that In- 
fant death rate in Lincoln for the year 
will be below fifty. The sanitary 
status of a community la Judged by 
the number of deaths among Infants 
under one year and the number of 
cases of typhoid fever. 
Considering 


these two items, Lincoln Is well at the 
top of the list. 
In all. there were 


twenty-four cases of communicable 
diseases reported In August, among 
which were eight of whooping cough, 
three of typhoid fever, each contract- 
ing the disease elsewhere than in Lin- 
coln. One case of tuberculosis, two 
of scarlet fever, three of mumps, one 
of Infantile paralysis, one of chicken 
pox and four cases of diphtheria."

blow. He also swings his right hard | 
to a spot back of the ear that is dead- j 
ly but how can he ever land these on 
a fast man7 


Firpo did little offensive work 
He 


seems to be bent on learning to box 
so he kept trying to block punches 
His main chance, as, I said b^ore, is 
to land one of his terrific wild swings 
Anybody he hits right is sure to drop, 
but all his punches are telegraphers 
and he can only deliver them at long 
range. A fighter that keeps in close 
to him has him tied up In knots

boxer who fought Jack Dempsey at 
the Harlem sporting club. New York 
city, m his second bout or his last ap- 
pearance in New York before landing 
the title when Jack was rather green,

goes into a stand, or among the spec- 
tators, always is ruled a touch os.cn. 
for the defenders of the goal 


If the team is kicking from behind 


its goal and the kick is blocked and 
goes back 6Ver the kicker's line into 
the stands, or among the spectators, 


it is alwajs scored a safety, no mat- 
ter who gets it 


If a ball is passed backwaid across 


the goal line and goes into the stands, 
or among the spectators, it is a safety 


A blocked kick which goes over the 


side line fence, or among the substl 
tutes, is always given to the 
sldo 


blocking the kick at the point where 
the ball crossed the side line 


A fumbled ball which goes over the 


side line fence, 01 among the substi 
tutes, is given to the side whose 
player last touched it on the field of 
play 
This, of course, does not apply 


to forward passes 
If the 
ball 
has 


been touched last in the fipld of plav 
simultaneously by opposing players, 
it goes to the side which did not put 
it in play, or, if the fumble ensued 
from a kick, to the side which did 
not kick the ball.

SPEND $180,000 POR TROUSERS 


Marijuette University Students Pay 


$21,000 for "Hankies." 


MILWAUKEE, Sept 11.—Trousers 


worn by 
Marquette University stu- 


dents here cost $180,000 a year. It 
costs only $1,125 to hold them up. 


This is a part of the startling infor- 


mation given out thru a pamphlet is- 
sued recently by the University Press 
to its advertisers in the city. The re- 
port waa compiled by students in dif- 
ferent departnmts of th school and 
shows that $2,500,000 is a conservative 
estimate for tne tofal buying power of 
the student body of 4,300. 


Because of the many social func- 


tions, at which the students wyant (o 
appear in their best, clothes make up 
the biggest item, which is $180,000 
while only $l,12j> is spent for belts, 
suspenders, safety pins and other con- 
trivances to hold up trousers. 


Eight thousand six hundred pairs of 


shoes are worn out every year, which 
adds about $55,900 to the total. It costs 
students $8,600 more to keep their 
hands warm and free from being chap- 
ped, and $10,500 for hats and caps and 
their underwear increases the amount 
by $27,000. About $21,000 is paid out 
lor handkerchiefs.
